Sotentlflo Reasoning. 

The logical processes involved Is 
scientific reasoning are the same in 
kind as those used in the everyday 
life of the masses. The difference be 
tween the two lies in the clearer rec 
ognition of the processes and their 
importance in the scientific field. 

There is nothing like exactness in 
the applied logic of everyday life, 
and the reasoning of scieutje is supe 
rior to the "common sense" of man 
kind only in being more exact. In 
science the comparatively little work 
that survives and does not have b 
be done over and over owes its supe 
rionty to this same exactness. Sci 
ence has no peculiar method of it. 
own either of discovering facts or ol 
treating them. 

ientific students spend little time 
on the consideration of logical proc- 
esses, localise the mind 1'olloWs them 
instinctively, and the study of then, 
for practical purposes, seems to be 
rfluous. But apart from the f ac t 
that they present a set of phenomena

direct bearing on every department 
of science.

Where Water Run. I'p mil. 

Mr. Maradin explained how water 
would runup hill in the state of New 
York. He touched an electric bell, 
and a messenger was sent for a chart 
that would prove what he was to say. 

"This hapi>ens every day in the 
Hudson river," he In-gan. "You will 
see by this chart of the tides that 
when it is low water at Governor's 
island it is high water at Poughkeex 
sie and low water at Albany. There 
is a full undulation, like a long 
mountain wave, which tho water of 
that historic river climbs over and 
flows down again. It happens this 
way : When it is slack water in tha 
Hudson, or low tide, this extends up 
10 miles. Then the flood tide rushes 
in from the ocean, and when it 
reaches the mouth of the river dives 
under the fresh water. The salt wa- 
ter is more dense of course and lifts 
all the water in the Hudson bodily 
on its surface. To an observer it 
still appears to be ebb tide, and the 
river is running up an incline for a 
considerable portion of the distance 
to head of tide water."

Teste Humaine," folio 226, Paris,1561, 
where he gives four illustrations 
showing the buck and front of a 
right and left eye. 

Some further particulars are given 
in Malgaigne's "Oeuvres Completes 
d'Ain broise Pare," volume 2, page 603, 
(Paris', 1840), from which it appears 
that in subsequent editions of his 
books Pare proposed in some cases to 
keep the eye in place by a thin wire 
passing behind the ear. As u nonpro-
